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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Discussed amending claims 1 and 10 to include the step of allocating the IP address by 
the access point and also discussed submitting a terminal disclaimer to obviate a double 

patenting revection with respect to US patent 7362756. Applicant agreed and filed the changes 
on June 4, 2010 which is in acordance to what was discussed during the interview. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 06/04/2010 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Patent No. 
7362756 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to show or fairly suggest the combination wherein the new access 
router generates an access router advertisement message based on a prefix advertisement 
message received from the gateway and sends the generated access router advertisement message 
to said different access point, wherein said different access point extracts the prefix information 
of the gateway based on the access router advertisement message and transfers the extracted 
prefix information to the mobile host; wherein the mobile host receives the prefix information of 
the gateway and retains the received prefix information, and wherein respective mobile hosts in 
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networks controlled by the gateway have a same prefix in addition to a mobile host ID, said 
mobile host ID being a media access control (MAC) address, and wherein said each access point 
allocates a unique IP address for each mobile host in all the networks controlled by the gateway 
by combining the prefix information received fi-om the gateway with the mobile host ID received 
fi-om the mobile host. 

Conclusion 

Other closer prior art made of record are Chen et al. (US 7039028 B2) and Yano et al. 
(US 7123599 B2).
